The TULIP. 

The 'tulip, which Hiftorians tell you was OrigJ* 
fiatly but a Hedge-Flower, at this Time defcrvedly 
claims the Prefereftee of all bulbous-rooted Flowers, 
and yields fo great a Variety, that it would tire the 
Patience of the Reader to enumerate them , tho* i 
in admiring their various Colours and excelling 
Bfeauties in the nice Collection of ingenious Florifts, 
none can be lariated : But as their Glory is great, fb j 
they fooh decay, not any of them continuing above 1 
ten Days in their full Luftre,. without lome artificial . 
Shade for their Prefervation, or the Weather's being 
more than ordinary kindv # 

There are three forts of Tulips, in general, viz* . 
ti&Ptacoces, Meiias, ahdSerotmeSy tomt. Early, * 

% Middle 
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Middle, and Hate-flowering Tulips. The Ground 
you plant tfaem in, ought not to be too rich, for 
the Richnefs of the Eatth caufes them to run into 
dark and plain Colours* and fome advife a natural 
•Earth impovetilh'd, in fome Degree, with Sand r as 
agreeable § and where the Soil is too luxurious, you

Foreft-Trees (of which the Oaik is the principal) 
I generally thrive .well in the coarfeft Land, provi- 
ded there be a Sufficient Depth of Mold •, and ndf 
Soil is difagreeaBle to thefe Trees in v general,' 
jexcept Clay \ which, ^however, is an approved 
teoil for the Oak in particular": This Tree will 
Wo grow on a RQfik, but with this Difadvantage, 
that the rougher, the Ground, the more coarfe 
will be the Grain of the Timber *, and the higher 
thp Ground,' the fmaller the Timber ; thoVifthe 
Soil be tolerable, it is made up in the Goodnefe 
of it;. There pre four Sorts of O^fo, and they 'are 
all .rais'd by Acrons, collected in November by

The 
Raw and Chifel are the belt approved Inftruments 
for pruning. ihe large Branches of Trees, and the 
Knife for thefmaller onefs. Qbferve to prune! 
your old Trees early, and your young Trees late ; 
gnd f o cut the Branches of all Timber-Trees, 
bxcept the Oak, clean to the Body ; but then you 
Ire not to touch the Tops. Choofe feafonable 
(Weather - to perform- this Work, a Medium be- 
tween exceffive heat and extream Cold ; and for 
Ever-Greens* you are not to prune them until 
Ihey have produced new Shoots, and the Roots v 
have taken with the Ground : And for lopping of 
Trees, choofe a Time when the Sap is down, and 
the Wind -is at South or Weft, for the North or 
Eafterly Winds are very fatal to the fucceeding 
Shoots.

Winds, choofe your Situation. Your Situation 
thus chofen, and the Extent of your Bed being 
mark'd out, as your Occafion requires (wherein 
four Foot is the ufual Breadth) drive Stakes into 
the Ground on every Side, about a Foot afunder, 
*nc} being a Yard ahove Ground at leaft, wind the

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Stakes round with Rods in the Nature of Wat* 
rling,or rather withRope made withHay orStraw, 
then fill it with new Horfe-dung and wet Littery 
f the Dung having been thrown up in one Cor*. 
ner of your Stable, 'till you have got a fufficient 
Quantity J treading it down very hard at three fe* 
veral Times in the filling, fo that the whole may 
be of an equal Hardnefs.YourBed fo made,fix your 
woodenFrames,fitted to the fame for the Reception 
of the Mould, at Top, and for the Support of the 
Glafs Frames for covering flope-ways ; in the do- 
ing whereof, Care is to be taken that there be fuf- 
ficient Room left both for your Earth and the 
ihooting of your Plants : Then put in rich lifted 
Earth of the belt Mould you can get, four Inchea 
thick ;^or, what is preferrable to it, the E,arth on 
an old hot Bed well rotted, The Bed muft be co«| 
srerM with Matts, or Straw, fupported with fhort 
Stick$, and remain about a Week before it will a- 
feate its extream Heat, fo as to be rn a fir Temper 
foriyfc; which you may know, by thrufting a 
fmall Rod as far into the Bed as you can, and then 
$fter its feeing in fome Time, pull it out, and you 
mayfeei the Heat with your Fingers: It ought 
to be warm- arid not hot ; and when the Heat 
lefleneth at any Time, you may renew it by ap* 
plying new Dung to the Sides of your Bed ; or it 
may be done by ftirring of the Bed, You may 
make <i ' Bed to ratle a Sail ad in a few 
Houi% by the Affiftance of powder'd Lime and 
hot ©ling, the Dung being in the middle, and the 
hixne Underneath and at top; and that coyer'd 
wichifafc rich Mould- . . ' '

be fqre-you give th^m Air at proper Seafons, and
